A SHIP-BRAKE FOR OCEAN LINERS. 
, TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS,” 
Dear Six,—Although Mr. A. W, Best and 
the-Croation of Hungary have: prtented their 
ship-brake andre th» first in the field, don't 
‘think they ware the first persons to have con." 
ceived the idea,‘aa E was wall 'acqnaintad with 
the thuory as for back as 1894, when I was 
interested in flying ships and their propulsion | 
in the air by means of propellers, Flying ships 
can be propellod by single or doubly stern “pro- 
pollers and kept balanced in ‘tho air by deck- 
mast propollors, which onablo thom to ascend 
and descend, but in my opinion they cannot bo 
satisfactorily steered by the same propollors 
when flying. throngh the air, “In looking - 
through iNustrations of flying ships, real and 
ideal, I was struck, at tha time,” hy the total 
absence of propor steeriug gear and it atruck 
moe that without steering gear the vessel. would 
be useless in commerce and warfare, [af onvy 
thought of the simple device of concouled. wings 
(metal) which could be ejector’ from both sides 
of the vessol at will by moans of electriaty, etc.
